Til k press of the State is stirring 
up the matter of California's bad 
roads. Just eleven years ago all 

! 

tiie newspapers in all the States 
were engaged in a campaign, the | 
predominant issue being the ques- ■ 
tion of “good roads’ 7 and how to 
get them. In some states the re¬ 
sult of the agitation was a reform 
of the road laws and a reform of j 
the roads. 

In California the only result was 
that another tax-eating com mission, | 
designated the “Department of I 
Highways,” was added to the long- 
list of Hoards, bureaus and Com 
missions which the State is bur¬ 
dened. It is needless to add that 
road reform in California is com 
prised in this tax-consuming com¬ 
mission] with the high sounding 
name. 

The Department of Highways is 
neither useful nor ornamental. It 
has not brought any change, 
amendment or reform in either the 
road laws or the roads. 

The California road law is simply 
a means by which the people pay- 
heavy taxes which go into the 
Road Fund, which fund is dis¬ 
bursed by the County Supervisors 
and is apsolutely their Patronage 
Fund instead of a Road Fund. 
The road law of California is as 
bad as it could be made. 


The action of the Board of 
Supervisors in taking the prelimi¬ 
nary steps for a boulevard or mod¬ 
ern improved highway on or along 
tin* route of the old Mission San 
Jose road from Ocean View to 
Palo Alto, in this county, will, we 
arc confident, meet with popular 
approval. 

A wide, well-drained, well-con¬ 
structed highway for the use of 
wagons, carriages automobiles and 
private wheeled vehicles through 
this county, connecting San Fran- 
franoisco and other peninsula 
towns, will add more to real estate 
values and to the development of 
this county than the expenditure 
of the same amount in any other 
way. 

The taxpayers will be found will¬ 
ing to be taxed, whether by a bond 
issue or otherwise, for the purpose 
of getting first-class, permanent 
roads. The people will insist upon 
one condition, which is, that there 
shall he no waste or graft in the 
application and expenditure of the 
money raised by taxation for road 
purposes. 

Good roads cost a round sum 


per mile for construction and are 
worth all they honestly cost. Bad 
roads also cost money and are dear 
at any price. 

Lincoln Steffens, author of 
“The Shame of the Cities,” is in 
San Francisco.

It is so not only, 
by reason of the magnitude of the 
graft it records, but because of the 
betrayal of the confidence of honest 
workingmen by their chosen rep¬ 
resentatives.

Los Angeles Isolated.

GUGGENHEIMS AND J. P. MORGAN 
CONTROL MINES, FISHERIES 
AND TRANSPORTATION 


Own Nearly Half of the Placer 
Ground in the Klondike, and 
Are Still Making Purchases 


Seattle, Wash., March 2 2.—J. P. 
Morgan and the Guggenheims con¬ 
tinue gathering in the trade and 
traffic of Alaska, the latest move be¬ 
ing a merger of the interests of the 
Northwestern Commercial Com¬ 
pany’s fleet with that of the Alaska 
Steamship Company. 

The Northwestern Commercial 
Company maintains lines to Nome 
and from Seattle to Southwestern 
Alaska, taking in the Copper river 
country and the Alaska peninsula to 
Unalaska, so the consolidation with 
the Alaska Steamship Company gives 
the merger a line to Lynn Canal, 
thus covering the entire sea- 
coast of Alaska from Wrangel to 
Bering strait. The Northwestern 
Commercial Company also ownes the 
Northwestern Fisheries Company, 
whose holdings include a chain of 
salmon canneries extending from 
Ketchikan to the mouth of the 
Kuskokwim, in Bering sea, and a 
connection with which a large fleet 
of vessels is operated. 

Several months ago the Guggen- 
heims secured nearly half of the 
placer ground in the Klondike, and 
are still buying worked and unde¬ 
veloped ground in that district. The 
Guggenheims are generally supposed 
to have secured control of the White 
Pass and Yukon, the only railroad 
leading into the country. They also 
bought in with Morgan on his Copper 
river railroad, which is being con¬ 
structed from Valdez and Catalla. 
With the White Pass and Yukon, 
and its fleet of river steamers, and 
in contral of all rights of way for a 
railroad through the Copper river 
valley, and operating steamship lines 
to the three principal sections of 
Alaska, the New York magnates 
would appear to have paved the way 
to an ultimate effort to control not 
only .the transportation facilities of 
Alaska, but the country’s three prin¬ 
cipal products—gold, copoer an dfish 
—as well. 

The Alaska Steamship Company 
owns the Puget Sound Navigation 
Company, which occupies every prin- 
pal route on Puget Sound, operating 
three-fourths of the passenger and 
freight carrying craft on the Sound. 


Wilson Jury Disagrees. 

San Luis Opispo, March 2 2—After 
forty-seven and a half hours of de¬ 
liberation the jury in the Wilson 
murder trial was called into the 
court room and discharged by Judge 
E. P. Unangst. The jury could not 
agree. 

Joseph Wilson killed Fred C. Gil¬ 
son at Creston last September. The 
wife of the defendant was a promi¬ 
nent figure in the case, and she was 
the cause of the homicide. Wilson 
smiled with relief when the jury 
was discharged. 


Ready to Join in Opium Cruaaii'e. 

London, March 22.—In the House 
of Commons yesterday it was stated 
on behalf of the Foreign Office that 
the American Government had sig¬ 
nified willingness to participate in a 
joint international commission to in¬ 
vestigate the opium traffic in East 
Asia, provided certain other powerB 
were willing, and if the inquiry was 
extended to the production of opium 
in China as well as to the import of 
foreign opium. 


DAWSON TABOOS DANCE HALLS. 


BULLFROG’S DISCOVERER flEAD. 


Dominion Government Forbids the 
Employment of Women There. 

Seattle, Wash., March 22.—Daw¬ 
son, the metropolis ot the Klondike, 
has reformed. A Skagway special 
says: Dance hall women who came 
north on the Dolphin to work in the 
saloons and dance halls of McDonald 
& Nelson at Dawson were turned 
back from the place, sailing on the 
Princess May. While here Nelson 
received word that the dance halls of 
Dawson and been closed by Major 
Wood, pursuant to an order from 
Ottawa. 

Women will not be permitted 
about premises where liquor is sold 
at Dawson. Young women who have 
been living over the saloons and 
dance halls will also have to seek 
other quarters. 


Veteran Prospector Sold Rich Claim 
for a Plug of Tobacco. 

San Bernardino, Cal., March 22.— 
Martin Morrissy, discoverer of Bull¬ 
frog, dropped dead while leaving a 
temale cafe here yesterday. He had 
just eaten two tamales and was pay¬ 
ing for them when he asked the pro¬ 
prietor to permit him to lie down. 
Suddenly straightening up, he fell 
backward, dying immediately. 

Morrissy for thirty years had 
mined in various parts of the South¬ 
west. In the height of the Tonopah 
excitement he started from there 
provisioned for a long prospecting 
trip, and made his first camp in the 
heart of where Bullfrog now stands. 
He made a lucky strike the second 
day after his arrival, selling his 
claim for a plug of tobacco. Later 
this claim made its owner wealthy. 



Paris, March 22.—Leroy Parke, 
an agent of the United States War 
Department, has been in Europe 
some months soliciting foreign labor 
for work on the Panama canal. Al¬ 
though he encountered much oppo¬ 
sition, he has succeeded since Octo¬ 
ber in shipping 4,500, nearly all 
Spaniards or Italians. They are now 
going forward at the rate of 5 00 a 
month. They are given free trans¬ 
portation, repayable out of their 
earnings. The guaranteed pay is 20 
cents an hour, with lodgings and 
medical attendance. They pay for 
their meals at the rate of 20 cents a 
meal, or 60 cents a day. 

Both the Spanish and Italian Gov¬ 
ernments were opposed to allowing 
their subjects to go to Panama. The 
objections of the Spanish Govern¬ 
ment were in a measure overcome, 
but an agitation has grown up in 
Spanish commercial circles against 
immigration in general, on the 
ground that it is draining the coun¬ 
try of labor. 

The Italian Government has re¬ 
mained steadily hostile, notices 
warning Italian laborers not to go 
to the Isthmus being placarded 
throughout the country. Neverthe¬ 
less many Italians, attracted by the 
offer, crossed the frontier and left 
from French ports. 


Stockton Resuming Normal State. 

Stockton, March 2 2.—The flood is 
over here and business has been re¬ 
sumed. Normal conditions will pre¬ 
vail in a day or two. The cars of the 
old line street railroad company are 
again running, though they have to 
i go through water a few inches 
deep in the northern part of the city. 
The traction company cars, put out 
of business before the flood by 
trouble at the American River Elec¬ 
tric Company’s power house on the 
American river, will not be able to 
resume for several days. 

The demoralized telephone service 
is being repaired and will soon be 
again in commission. About 2,000 
telephones were silent on account of 
the flood. A big force of men is at 
work on them. 

The bailing of flooded basements 
has begun and power and hand 
pumps are at work in all directions. 

It is impossible to give anything 
like an accurate estimate of the dam¬ 
age at this writing. It will, how¬ 
ever, run into six figures. 

There is much inconvenience, but 
no actual distress, and Stockton is 
amply able to cope with the situa¬ 
tion without aid from the outside. 

There is still no train service, as 
the flood has washed out consider¬ 
able track in the city limits and 
north of town, and bridges have been 
rendered unsafe. 

The entire country is under water 
from Banta to Lathrop, and pile- 
drivers are at work on some of the 
Southern Pacific bridges. All the 
reclamations from Fink’s to District 
17, including Carson’s, Moreing’s 
and the McLaughlin tract, are sub¬ 
merged. The water at the San Joa¬ 
quin bridge registered 19.3 feet, or 
eight inches higher than ever before 
known. 

DOWIE’S WILL NAMES LEADER. 


Railroads to Raise Freight Rates. 

Washington, March 2 2.—In retali¬ 
ation for the action of the State 
Legislatures in providing for 2-cent 
fares and the public agitation against 
them, the railroads of the West have 
served notice on the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission of an increase of 
freight rates on grain and coal. This 
was the result in a test of the consti¬ 
tutionality of the rate law. The rail¬ 
ways will endeavor to show that they 
are not able to carry these commodi¬ 
ties unless it be at rates higher than 
those at present in effect. 


Must Disprove Frapd Charges. 

Washington, March 22.—Com¬ 
missioner Ballinger of the General 
Land Office has given Governor 
Crawford of South Dakota sixty days 
in which to disprove the charges re¬ 
cently made in the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives by Mann of Illinois that 
Crawford’s land claims were pro¬ 
cured through fraud. If a satisfac¬ 
tory answer is not given the Gover¬ 
nor’s patent! will be canceled. 


Appoints General John A. Lewis Suc¬ 
cessor at Head of Zion. 

Chicago, March 2 2—General John 
A. Lewis, deacon of the Christian. 
Catholic Church, and for years tho 
closest friend and adviser of John 
Alexander Dowie, has been named a* 
the new leader of Zion in the will of 
the First Apostle. Mr. Lewis is now 
in Mexico and has been notified of 
his selection to take command of the 
Dowie forces and seek the overthrow 
of Wilbur Glenn Voliva, the present 
overseer, in the greatest religious 
struggle of the strenuous history of 
Zion Church. 

Reports that Voliva is in a serious 
condition, and may be dying from an 
attack of quinsy, also spread through 
Zion City and were hailed by the 
Dowieites as the work of the Divine 
hand of wrath. Excited stories of a 
miracle by the dead leader to smite 
his enemy and to pave the way for 
the coming of his chosen successor, 
General Lewis, were told among the 
faithful.
